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Recognizing the implications of a surprise attack on 
the United States or areas of vital interest to its security 
and conceding the capability of the enemy to select the 
time, place and method of attack, it is agreed that the 
mission of the Watch Committee constitutes the most impor- 
tant responsibility of the intelligence: community. This 
finction will therefore be recognized as one which tran- 
scends all other intelligence efforts. The resources 
and capabilities of each of the IAC agencies will be 
devoted without reservation to achieve success in provid- 
ing maximum warning.
